Woodruff Makes Another Confession —

the Great Tragedy.

The prints of tho English-speaking world 
have Leon full of stories about tho machine 
gun which Henry M. Stanley carries with 
him in his last desperate venturo into 
Africa. 
And yet it is an old story. 
The weapon so much talked about is a 
Maxim gun. 
It was invented by a citizen 
of these United States. 
Ho was poor and 
sought encouragement from our govern­ 
ment. 
He got none. 
He went to Eng­ 
land, whero they saw his merits at once 
and made him rich. 
So his invention is 
under control of tho British government. 
At tho timo when ho commenced his in­ 
vestigations tho threo great machine guns 
of tho world were the Gatling, the Hotch­ 
kiss, and the Nordenhoff—tho first two 
American, tho last English. 
There was 
little difference in their merits, save that 
the Hotchkiss was lighter and made for 
ready transportation. 
Maxim, an American boy said to him­ 
self: There are faults about these machine 
guns. 
I. Tho turning of tho crank prevents 
anything like an aim. 
2. Often the 
cartridges hang fire a little, but the crank 
turns on and they explode at tho wrong 
time. 
3. Most of all, the rapid firing 
heats the gun so that it is useless and even 
dangerous in a few seconds. 
Tho Maxim gun overcame all these de­ 
fects. 
It is automatic. 
It needs no crank. 
Pull the trigger once and it continues to 
load and fire itself so long as the supply of 
cartridges lasts. 
Tho power of the “re­ 
coil” does all tho work, even to shooting a 
jet of water along tho barrel to keep it 
cooL 
It fires 700 shots in a minute, and 
all that the operator has to do is to aim it. 
This is tho Stanley gun. 
You can not 
see it in tho United States now, for it is 
owned by the government of Great Britain. 


CniCAGO, May 29.—Daniel Coughlin, 
the detective; P. O. Sullivan, the iceman, 
and Frank Woodruff, alias Black, the 
“ trunk man,” were yesterday indicted by 
the grand jury on tho charge of murder­ 
ing Dr. Cronin. 
Thero aro three counts to 
each indictment, but they refer only to the 
instruments used in tho killing, and read, 
“a sharp instrument, a blunt instrument, 
and an instrument unknown.” 
The first witness was old man Carlson, 
the owner of the cottage 1872 Ashland 
avenue, Lako View, whero tho murdor took 
place 
Tho old man was beforo tho grand 
jury but a very short time, when ho was 
led out and returned to tho wost-end wit­ 
ness room. 
T. T. Conklin, tho saloon keeper and 
personal friend of the dead doctor, was 
the 
next 
witness. 
Remaining 
about 
twenty minutes ho was followed by young 
Carls' rn. 
John J. Cronin, a brother oft tho mur­ 
dered man, was led in after young Carl­ 
son and next in order camo tho following 
persons: 
John Roesch, tho 
man who 
found tho body; Justice Mahbney of Lako 
View, and special friend of tho iceman; 
Dr. Brandt, who examined tho hair in tho 
trunk an I the hair on Cronin's head, pro­ 
nouncing both the same; Dr. Belfield, who 
was at tile post-mortem; Mrs. Conklin, 
Capt. Scliaack. Lieut. Schuttler, Frank 
Seanlan, 
Detectives Lorch, Bohan, and 
Hiatt, Willard J. Smith and his brother 
John, Capt. Dinan, tho liveryman, who 
owns tho rig which carried Cronin to his 
death; Milkman Mcrtes, who heard tho 
doctor’s death-cry, young Carlson’s wife, 
and Capt. Wing of Lako View. 
Not one of tho principals was arraigned. 
It was at first thought that Sullivan had 
been taken before the jurors, but this was 
denied. 
If this is so he was spirited back 
and forth in a manner most mysterious and 
invisible. 
Coughlin and Woodruff were 
certainly in tile jail behind tho bars. 
“ We have a strong circumstantial caso, ’’ 
said State’s Attorney Longenecker as ho 
issued from tho jury room, and in reply to 
the oagorly pressed inquiry on that point 
ho declared: 
“ No evidence was heard that implicated 
any ono but tho three against whom truo 
bills were found. 
This is tho end of tho 
present grand ju ry ’s work on tho caso,” 
he further said, “and tho jury now goes 
back to tho routine consideration of jail 
cases.” 
Of the above list of witnesses, tho polico 
officers, tho Carlsons, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Conklin wero the only ones capable of fu r­ 
nishing testimony additional to what has 
already been printed. 
Thero is, again, tho 
State’s attorney’s word for it that tho 
Conklins went no further than to narrato 
the familiar facts of Dr. Cronin’s appre­ 
hension of foul play and tho incidents of 
his fatal errand, including a description of 
tho man who called for him. 
Mr. Longe­ 
necker a\ers that Dr. Cronin’s private 
papers in tile hands of tho Conklins’ wero 
not introduced nor any knowledge in thoir 
possession casting suspicion on others than 
tho threo indicted. 
Tho Carlsoi s added to their previous 
story enough to create tho strong presump­ 
tion that Detective Coughlin was familiar 
with Iceman Sullivan, and that they have 
been seen at various times together. From 
the policemen the best new evidence camo 
and that is found in tho links that, for tho 
first time, clearly bind Woodruff td tho 
crime. 
W o o d ru ff's C o n n e c tio n w ith H ie C ase. 
It has been common opinion that if the 
murder was of Irish factional origin Wood­ 
ruff’s story must bo reduced to a mere play 
for notoriety and his innocence of any com­ 
plicity certain. 
Capt. Schaack and his 
officers mado it possible to take a new 
view. 
It will bo remembered that Woodruff 
led tho polico to tho identical spot where 
tho trunk was found. 
He said that ho had 
taken it from Watrous’ barn on North 
State street, and that it had contained the 
body of a woman wrapped in cotton. 
Later developments almost conclusively 
prove that Dr. Cronin's body was in tho 
trunk. Woodruff’s story about the woman 
and tho Stato street barn, Alice, “tho 
Doc.,” and all tho concomitants of that 
fine fairy tale are swept away, and the 
culprit stands circumstantially convicted 
of complicity in tho disposition, if no 
more, of Dr. Cronin’s body. 
The theory of the iceman’s guilt is 
founded upon his suspicious contract with 
Dr. Cronin, his many contradictory stories, 
and a number of small but damaging dis­ 
crepancies in his conduct. 
One of the most interesting features of 
the grand jury's action is that it found no 
indictments against the Clan-na-Gael lead­ 
ers and other Irishmen of prominence who 
had been popularly marked out as parties 
to the plot. 
Tho matter of the Clan-na- 
Gael trials and 
sentences 
were 
not 
broached, nor was there a particle of evi­ 
dence adduced upon the popular theory of 
political conspiracy. 
A lle^ n d C o n fessio n b y W o o d ru ff. 
Frank Woodruff, alias Frank Black, has 
been taken into camp by Caph Schaack 
and he has told the w hole story of his con­ 
nection with Dr. Cronin’s murder. 
According to the statements he has 
made to tho North Side captain he was 
not directly connected with the murder it­ 
self, but simply acted as the driver of the 
wagon which disposed of the dead man’s 
body in the catch basin where it was 
found. 
At daybreak Sunday morning Capt 
Schaack, in a cab driven by a detective, 
arrived at Indiana and Dearborn streets, 
and after waiting for several minutes 
Woodruff, accompanied by a jail guard, 
arrived. 
He was taken into the vehicle 
and driven to the scene of Dr. Cronin’s 
murder and also to the catch-basin and the 
place whore the trunk was found. 
Wood­ 
ruff himself gavo tho driving directions to 
the detective, who managed the reins, and 
in every instance located the exact places 
where tho chief acts in the horrible tragedy 
occurred. 
According to his confession he was di­ 
rected by those who had charge of that 
part of the conspiracy, and whoso names 
Capt. Schaack reserves for reasons that 
are palpable, to go to Dean’s livery stable, 
where ho would obtain a horse and wagon. 
He had already been instructed to drive 
the outfit to tho neighborhood of the Carl­ 
son cottage and he also knew for what 
purpose he was to go there. 
Ho arrived there about twenty minutes 
before Dr. Cronin was driven up and 
placed his horse and wagon at a point near 
the cottage, where he could keep his eyes 
on the front steps. 
He saw the white 
horse rig containing Dr. Cronin and his 
conductor arrive, and three-quarters of an 
hour thereafter tho man who was known 
as Williams opened the front door of the 
Vtttl&ffo and gave tho signal b stamping 
bis foot on the Cobden porcji. 
Woodruff at once drove np and, assisted 
by the third man, tho tyunk was loaded 
into the wagon. The two men followed 
the trunk and directed Woodruff, who oon 


stop l’o'ad. 
I hey had now been driving 
f r nearly an hour with their ghastly load 
and one of tho men suggested tho sower. 
A stop was made at tho Fifty-ninth street 
intersection of tho Evanston road. 
Tho 
top was taken from tho man-bolo on the 
southeast corner and tho trunk lifted from 
the wagon. 
It was then a new and an unexpected 
difficulty presented itself. 
While it was 
possible to drop tho trunk with the body 
into tho lako it bccamo a physical impossi­ 
bility to thus dispose of tho load in the 
man hole. 
It was resolved to take tho 
body out of tho trunk, drop tho body in 
tho catch-basin, and return with tho trunk 
to tho cottage and burn it. 
But when tho 
I trunk was to loo unlocked it was found 


I that tho key had been lost. 
Williams said thoro was no more time to 
bo lost and ho kicked in tho lid of tho 
i trunk. 
Ti o three lifted tho body out an I 
deposited it in tho sower as it was found. 
Tho trunk was again placed on tho wagon 
It was intended to go south for a distance 
and then to drivo north to tho cottage and 
thou deposit tho trunk. 
“ Right boro,” 
said Woodruff to Copt. Schaack, pointing 
to tho exact spot whero tho trunk was 
found, “ we henrd anoisoof wagon wheels 
from tho south and tho two mon, ono of 
whom had been sitting on tho trunk, pick­ 
ed up tho box and throw it out of tho 
wagon and I was urge.I to whip up tho 
horse and drive west. 
When wo reached 
Fullerton avenue both mon said good night 
to me and left tho wagon. ’ ’ 
Tho remainder of tho confession is de­ 
voted to Woodruff's wanderings with tho 
horse and wagon in his attempt to sell 
them. 
He also states in his confession that thero 
is nothing in the woman story hp had told. 
Tho enormity of tho crime had never 
dawned upon him until ho had taken part 
in it. 
When ho was arrested ho knew ho 
was in a “ bad box.” 
Tho name* of King 
and Fairburn wero those of two old friends 
and they cume to him on tho spur of tho 
moment. 
They had nothing whatever to 
do with tho case. 
lief;Inning the Inquest. 
The coroner’s inquest into tho canso of 
tho death of the late Dr. Cronin, whieh 
was adjourned from 
last Friday was 
resumed Tuesday by Coroner Hertz taking 
the jury on a tour of inspection of tho 
principal i>oints of interest in connection 
with tho caso. 
Mr. Hertz decided that it would be well 
to permit tho jury to personally view tho 
scenes of tho tragedy that thoy might tho ! 
better comprehend tho evidence to bj ad­ 
duced before thorn. 
Carriages wero ob 
tallied, aud the coroner and his jury and a 
dozeu or moro reporters went to Lake 
View. 
Tho party proceeded to tho catch-basin 
whore tho body was found, and afterward 
looked at tho spot whero tho bloody trunk 
was picked up. 
The trip concluded with 
an inspection of tho actual scene of the 
murder—tho Carlson cottage. 
Tho hear­ 
ing of testimony began at tho coroner’s 
oflieo Wednesday.

Bruce rays ho took tho $100, 
spent it for liquor and never made a move 
toward carrying out tho contract. 
Bruco tours a rather unsavory reputa­ 
tion and tho polico did not plaeo all tho re­ 
liance in tho world in his story. 
Ho has 
been in numerous scrai>os in this city. 
I c e m a n S u lliv a n ’s C onfession. 
C h ic a g o , May 29.—That P. O. Sullivan, 
the Lake View ico-man, mado a full con­ 
fession concerning his connection with tho 
murder of Dr. P. H. Cronin, and gavo to 
the police the names of several persons who 
wero implicated in the awful crime is con­ 
firmed. 
It was learned that, after Sullivan’s con­ 
fession, a prominent citizen of Chicago was 
placed under closo surveillance, threo men 
being detailed to shadow him day and 
night. 
Any attempt by tho suspect to 
leave town will bo tho signal for his ar­ 
rest. 
Chief Hubbard was questioned in regard 
to tho matter and admitted that 
well­ 
known man was being closely watched, 
and, that whilo ho is at liberty togo where 
he chooses in this city ho is practically un­ 
der arrest, and any attempt on his part to 
leave the city would result in his boing 
placed behind tho bars.

A DECISION OF IMPORTANCE TO I HE RETAIL 
COMMERCIAL AGENCY. 
C. A. Sanborn, secretary of the Janes­ 
ville branch of the Betail Commercia) 
Agency, has received word cf a suit be­ 
fore the Illinois circuit court at Ottawa 
that will be of general interest. The 
0ase was that of William Nicholson of 
Streator, against J nims Moses of the 
same city. 
Mr. Moses was a member of the Mer­ 
chant’s' 
Retail Commercial 
Agency. 
Nicholson owed Mr. Moses a bill and re­ 
fused to pay it after repeated dunnings 
and then Mr. Moses caused Mr Nichol­ 
son’s name to be placed in the Reference 
Book published by the agency. Nichol­ 
son sued Moses for conspiracy and de­ 
famation of character. Judge Blanchard 
held in bis decision, that the agency was 
on an equal footing with Bradstreet’s and 
Dunn’s and differed only in that the lat­ 
ter protected the wholesale, while the 
former protected the retail merchants 
against dishonest customers; and when a 
debtor would not (pay bis debts to one 
merchant, tot re was no reason why he 
Should be permitted to obtain credit 
from another, by compelling the first 
merchant to keep silent as to his loss. 
The decision is the first on record with 
regard to black listing and is considered 
of great importance among retail mer­ 
chants who do a credit business.
